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STORY OF A PLAIN MAN 


HISTORY OF ONE BUSINESS ENTER- 
PRISE IN NEW YORK. 


A Youth Who Ras Away from Home 
and Went to the Metropolis) Grew to 
Be a “Very Successful Merchant—His 
Wife's Share in His Great Success. 


A good example of how fortunes are 
made in New York city is afforded by 
the life and business operations of Mil- 
lard Fillmore Tompkins, who died atthe 
age of thirty-nine years. Mr. Tompkins 
was almost penniless when, a mere boy, 
he first came to this city, He understood 
his business, however, and he had the 
courage to strike out into a new path. 
The result was that building his busi- 
ness up little by little he died worth 
$600,000. To his wife, fully as much as 
to himself, this success is due, and Mr. 
Tompkins was always the first to ac- 
knowledge this. 

When Mr. Tompkins was fourteen 
years old he ran away from the home 
where he was born, at Newport, R. I., 
and came to this city, with the usual 
resolve of making a fortune for him- 
self. He had ten dollars in his pocket 
when he started. This, with what 
knowledge of groceries‘ he had picked 
up at the markets near his home, consti- 
tuted his stock in trade. Naturally on 
reaching the city he drifted to the gro- 
cery districts, and got work as clerk in 
a@ grocery store on Catharine street. 
The proprietor of the store at first paid 
the lad barely enough to keep him alive, 
but realizing that young Tompkins was 
getting so thorough a knowledge of the 
trade as to make him valuable he raised 
his wages very soon, 

Instead of living in accordance with 
his increased means, Tompkins contin- 
ued to live. in the same manner as be- 
fore, putting aside all his surplus money 
for the purpose of buying a horse and 
truck. A picture of him taken shortly 
after his fifteenth birthday looks more 
like that of a man of twenty-eight than 
a young boy. He wasthen tall and well 
developed, with a good sized mustache 
and “sideburns.” It was more than two 
years before the young clerk had saved 
enough to buy such a horse and truck 
as he wanted. When at length he went 
into the truck business he made money 
so rapidly that at the end of two years 
he.was-enabled to sell out and establish 
aretail grocery store in Spring street, 
near Clinton market, 

It had been his idea since his arrival 


’ in New York to own a grocery store. 


There were at that time no cheap cash 
down groceries in the city. Tompkins 
made up his mind that there was money 
to be made in a purely cash business, 
with a cheap scale of prices for trade 


among the poorer people. Following | Democrat. 


out this idea he increased his business to 
such an extent that he soon;moved toa 
larger store, and then to a still larger 
one.

GAMES FOR THANKSGIVING. 


Amusement for the Young Folks Should 
Close the Festal Day. 

The short November day all too soon 
has departed and night has ‘‘spread her 
dark mantle o’er the scene.” The older 
folks are quiet and thoughtful, convers- 
ing in low tones or indulging in tender 
memories of past Thanksgivings called 
up by the day’s festivities, But as the 
lamps are lighted the young people are 
full of mirth and gayety and eager for 
an evening's amusement. You all have 
tried pinning on the donkey’s tail. A 
gaine very like it and appropriate for 
the day is called the ‘‘Headless Turkey.” 

A figure of a large turkey, minus a 
head, is drawn in charcoal or cut from 
dark colored cambric and fastened ona 
sheet, which is tightly stretched against 
a wall, To each member of the com- 
pany is given a pin and a turkey’s head 
cut out of cambric, which’ if rightly 
placed, will fit the turkey’s neck. Then, 
one at a time, the players are blind- 
folded and placed at the end of the room 
opposite the sheet. After turning them 
around three times one way and then 
three times the other they are started 
off that they may search for the turkey 
and pin the head where they suppose it 
belongs. He must pin it to the spot 
where he first touches. To the person 
who comes nearest placing the head in 
its proper position a prize is given, and 
to the one who makes the least success- 
ful effort is presented a turkey feather, 
which he must wear the rest of the even- 
ing. 

Impromptu tableaux are also sug- 
gested as pleasant Thanksgiving diver- 
sions, and to these you may callin the 
older members of the family if you like, 
though 1 know families where the par- 
ents and grown up sisters engage in the 
children’s plays very often and add great- 
ly to their pleasure. When two rooms 
are connected by folding doors a whole 
room may be used asa stage, and no 
curtains are needed, as the doors an- 
swer very well in their place. When 
there. are no double doors one end of a 
room may be curtained off with sheets 
or any kind of drapery hung from arope 
stretched from the sides of opposite 
doors or windows. Pumpkin lanterns 
set in a row along the floor make a 
funny substitute for footlights, and will 
decorate the stage appropriately; besides 
being perfectly safe. 1 wonder if you 
know how to make a pumpkin lantern. 
Cut a hole in one side large enough to 
pass @ candle—on—a—small candlestick 
through. Remove the seed, etc., from 
the inside; scrape the other side very 
thin, so the light will shine through; 
light your candle, put it in, and you 
have a pumpkin lantern. The open side 
must of course be next. the stage, else

Senator Dawes. 


On the 4th of March next, the senior 
Senator from Massachusetts at Wash- 
ington will, by voluntary declination of 
further service, give place to another 
man. A Republican Legislature, al- 
ready chosen, will select his suecessor 
soon after their organization in Jan- 
uary. Four candidates have been’ 
prominently mentioned for this honor 
—ex-Govs. John D. Long and Geo. D. 
Robinson, ex-Congressman Wm. W. 
Crapo and Congressman Henry Cabot 
Lodge. Speaker Barrett of the House 
of Representatives has also been pro- 
posed, but has little follewing. Mr. 
Lodge appears at present to have a long 
lead in the race; but future develop- 
ments may change the situation. Pri- 
ority of service and eminence of talent 
would incline the scale to one of the 
older men specified; but as this seems 
to be the era of ‘‘the young man in 
politics,’ we deem Mr. Lodge the’prob- 
able winner. 

Senator Dawes has had a career of 
remarkable distinction. He was born 
in Cummingten, Mass., in 1816; grad- 
uated from Yale college and taught 
school in his youth and early manhood; 
then became a lawyer~and editor, in 
which capacity he entered politics. He 
was a member of the Legislature four 
years; a district-attorney from 1853 to 
57; was: chosen to the Thirty-fifth 
Congress and served consecutively 
through the Forty-third Congress, 
when he declined a re-election; was 
chosen a U. S. Senator in 1875, and has 
been twice re-elected, making him one 
of the few members of that bedy who 
are now enjoying a third term. He 
has been a sturdy exponent of Repub- 
licanism, from the inception of that 
party. During the war he ably stood 
by Prest: Lincoln and his policy. Hé 
has in recent years been identified with 
legislation for the elevation pf the 
freedmen, and his work in behalf of 
the Indian has made him the leader for 


/ 


justice to that race. He will retire 
from active public life full of years and 
honors, with the good-will of three 
nationalities accompanying him. 


Prest, Cleveland’s Policy. 


It has been Widely circulated in the 
press that Mr. Cleveland, before the 
election, in order to secure the loyal 
support of Tammany Hall, Senator Hill 
and other bad elements in his party, 
entered into a solemn engagement, if 
returned to the White House, to be 
more of a partisan than he was in his 
first presidential term. His independ- 
ence sustained a distinct lowering, dur- 
ing the last ‘year of his former occu- 
pancy of the national executive chair, 
due undoubtedly to his anxiety for a 
renomination; and this fact lent a prob- 
ability to these recent stories of a 
‘deal.’ 

But we are pleased to record at least 
one symptom in oppesition to this prog- 
nostication of evil for the next four 
years. In a speech at a banquet in 
New York city, a few evenings ago, 
Mr. Cleveland indulged in the follow- 
ing train of thought: 

‘When I consider all that we have 
to do as a party charged with the con- 
trol of the government, I feel that our 
campaign, instead of being concluded, 
is but just begun. What shall our per- 
formance be of the contract we have 
made with our countrymen, and how 
well shall we justify the trust they 
have imposed upon us? If we see 
nothing in our victory but a license to 
revel in partisan spoils, we shall fail at 
every point. If we merely profess to 
enter upon our work, and if we make 
apparent efforts to do it a cover for 
seeking partisan advantage, we shall 
invite contempt and disgrace. If we 
attempt to discharge our duty to the 
people without complete party harmony 
in patriotic action, we shall demon- 
strate our incompetency.”’ 

There is the true ring of a spirit 
above caucus control in these senti- 
ments, unless the closing sentence is 
meant to nullify all that precedes, The 
point at issue is whether ‘‘party har- 
mony’’ in the incoming Democratic ad- 
ministration can be maintained with- 
out a very positive surrender on one 
side orthe—other. Will Prest. Cleve- 
land be strong enough to compel_Tam- 
many, Hill, Gorman et als. to come to 
his terms, or will they make him unload 
his fine principles, as they did in 1887- 
8? Time alone can settle that query. 


The recount of votes for governor in 
this State did not change the result, 
but it proved quite conclusively that 
Lt. Gov. Haile lost his promotion to 
the executive chair by a very curious 
and exasperating accident. Roger Wol- 
cott was the candidate for second piace 
on the ticket, but several'thousands of 
voters marked the name of Wolcott 
Hamlin (the Prohibition nominee for 
governor) by mistake. All these bal- 
lots had to be cast out as illegal, since 
two gubernatorial candidates were thus 
voted for on the same ticket. This ex- 
planation of the ‘‘defeat’’ of Mr. Haile 
is consoling to his pride, however much 
it may annoy his ardent friends. In 
the light of this circumstance, it does 
not seem to be premature on the part 
of the latter to enter their favorite 
again thus early for the race of 1893.

Church Resigns. .

The annoucement that Rev. ‘Geo. W. 
Clough had resigned as pastor of the 
Baptist Church has come as a surprise 
and has caused reports to be circulated 
not borne out by the facts. In order to 
find out the true condition of things, 
the TowNsMAN reporter, in conversation 
with a prominent member of the Church, 
obtained the following: A _ business 
meeting of the Baptist Church, Wednes- 
day. announced the previous Sunday, to 
take into consideration the financial af- 
fairs of the Church, brought out that 
the year had been one of extraordinary 
expenses which, with a very small ex- 
ception, had been met. The question 
was then agitated as to the finances for 
the coming months. 

It appearing that special efforts might 
have to be made, the pastor stated that 
perhaps as an assistance-to the solution 
of the financial problem, his resignation 
might serve. Accordingly he passed in 
his resignation with the intention to pre- 
sent it in an official form at the regular 
meeting of the coming week. 

As a matter of fact the finances of the 
church are by no means in a way differ- 
ent from many if not most others imme- 
diately after paying large disbursements. 
The pastor’s salary has been paid in full 
and is paid weekly. 


In a very felicitous and flattering man. 
ner Prof. Taylor introduced Lieut. Wad- 
hams to a People’s Course audience last. 
Monday night, when he portrayed in an 
intensely interesting way ‘‘Life Aboard 
a Man-of-War.”’ It must have been grat. 
ifying to the Lieut. to return to town 
and be greeted with so large and an ap 
preciative audience and one which gave 
the closest attention all through. He 
speaks in a conversational way and puts. 
things so that every one can understand 
them. His long experience in the navy 
has made him familiar with all the 
“ropes’’, and he ‘‘spins off his yarn’’ very 
rapidly and in a manner that tekes with 
his audience. Without doubt, he gave 
as good satisfaction as any lecturer in 
the Course. One could not help gaining 
more and better ideas of Uncle Sam’s 
navy. The facts were happily inter- 
spersed with stories and incidents of 
sailor life of which we never tire of hear- 
ing. 

He first gave a brief review of our navy, 
showing that we were the sixth naval 
power in 1860 and the nineteenth in 1886, 
but that with the completion of ships 
now building we would again take sixth 
position. Soon we shall have 45 men-of- 
war of different classes, carrying 420 guns 
and 11,000 men, The new three-screw 
Columbia will carry enough coal to go 
around the world and will have a speed 
of 23 miles per hour, the fastest man-of- 
war in the world. She could demolish 
a vessel 2 1-2 miles off. Next followed a 
description of the different kind of guns, 
one being spoken of which shoots thir- 
teen miles and carries a bullet weighing 
11,00 pounds. Finally, the audience 
was taken on board a man-of- war fora 
cruise and everything about it, from the

It is no vain boast,—it is the humble 
and grateful acknowledgngént of the di- 
vine favor,—which leads us to say that 
our beloved country is one of those few 
countries which are charged with the 
gravest responsibilities and called to the 
highest ministration. The great mission 
to which we have been called is to de- 
velop the spirit and the principles of 
democratic government, to show what 
freedom means, what liberty-really is; to 
show how, in civil government and in 
religious thought and life, liberty and 
law can combine to guard and to perfect 
one another; to prove that self-govern- 
ment is possible, and that, with all the 
faults and weaknesses which may appear 
in a self-governed state or church it is 
still true that no one else can govern it so 
well as it can govern itself. Upon this 
problem we have been at work for a hun- 
dred years and more, not for our own 
sake alone, but for the world’s sake. If 
we can succeed in our endeavor, our suc- 
cess means increase of liberty for all na- 
tions; if we fail, it means sorrow and loss 
for all, our nation will not live or die 
unto itself.

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Strong Suspicion That He Mur- 
dered His Son. 


The Boy Was Severely Beaten by Ris 
Vicious Parent and Has Not Been Seen 
Nor Heard of Since, 


PortsMouTH, N. H., Nov. 22.—The resi- 
dents of North Kittery are very much ex: 
cited over the strange disappearance of 
Roland Norton, the 16-year-old son of 
Samuel Norton, who lives within a short 
distance of the York line. 

Young Norton disappeared Sunday, 
Aug. 28, and since that time no trace of 
his whereabouts has been learned, and 
what is more peculiar, no effort has been 
made on the part of his father to learn 
where he is. This strange paternal in- 
difference, taken in connection with the 
fact that the father was in the habit of 
cruelly abusing the boy, has led the 
neighbors to think that there has been 
foul play. 

A Visit to the Locality 
and interviews with several near neigh- 
bors elicited the following facts: On Sat- 
urday, previous to young Norton's disap- 
pearance, his father was seen to strike 
him over the head with an ox goad three 


times, each blow being severe enough to- 


make the boy fall to the ground, where he 
was left by the inhuman parent. The 
boy, however, managed afterward to rise 
and goto the barn, from which he was 
seen to come out later in the day and go 
to the house. Since that time his where- 
abouts remain a mystery. 

Young Norton was well liked by_ his 
neighbors, and on several occasions spoke 
of going away, but told aparticular friend 
that in case he left he would tell him of it, 
and his failure todo so naturally leads 
this friend to strongly believe that he has 

Been the Victim of Foul Play. 
Another party stated that since the boy’s 
disappearance his father had told conflict-' 
ing stories as to what he wore, and as to 
his leaving some money behind him. It is 
known that a friend of the lad promised 
him money in case he wished to get away 
from his father, but the friend asserts 
that he never came to him for aid. 

Samuel Norton, father -of the missing 
boy, was seen. He talked freely about his 
s0n’s going away, but appeared to be nerv- 
ous and ill at ease. When asked if.he had 
made any efforts to ascertain, the where- 
abouts of the boy, he said he had not, as 
it did not concern him, He said he thought 
that the boy had gone to Chicago to see 
his mother, but admitted that the lad had 
no money to take: him there. According 
tothe father’s statement when the boy 
went away he left his best clothes, wear- 
ing his common working clothes. ; 

Norton, until about five years ago, lived 
in Chicago. There he 

Quarrelled with His Wife, 
came east and took up his abode at the old 
homestead, His son came about a year 
later and his coming was the commence- 
ment of ill treatment by his father, who 
made the boy do all sorts of drudgery, and 
caused him to work Sundays as well as 
week days. Norton is reported as being a 
very violent man when in the heat of pas- 
sion, aud is held in fear by his neighbors. 

So far no action has been taken toward 
an investigation by the selectmen of the 
town, but a prominent townsman stated 
that unless some move was made on their 
part, the county attorney would be ap- 
pealed to to clear up the matter. 


' BLUE ABOVE THE CRIMSON. 


Finest Footbell Contest in Years Won by 
¥ale’s Great-Team, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 21.—Yale de- 
feated Harvard at football on Hampden 
park before 18,000 people in one of the 
closest and most finely fought struggles 
on record. Neither side scored in the first 
half, though Harvard had the ball within 
ten yards of the Yale goal, and Yale had 
but a foot to gain to make a touchdown. 
In the second half, after battling for hulf 
an hour, Yale succeeded in making gains, 
mainly through the fine work of Halt- 
Back Bliss, who secured the only touch- 
down, from which Butterworth kicked a 
goal, The score was the same as in 1889, 
when Yale beat Harvard one goal, or six 
points to nothing. 


Skull Crushed by a Horse’s Hoof. 

PortTsMouTH, N. H., Nov. 22—As a 4 
year-old daughter of Albert Snow was at- 
tempting to cross Pleasant street she be- 
came confused and was knocked down by 
a horse attuched to Herman Brackett’s 
store team.

In Professor Smith’s Favor. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 23,—At the heresy trial 
of Professor Smith, before the Presbytery, 
a vote was taken on sustaining objections 
to charge one, and resulted: Ayes, 19; 
noes, 43, This isthe first test vote in the 
case. Charge one was that Professor 
Smith taught erroneously that a doctrinal 
qualification is only required in the of- 
ficers of the church at the time of their 
ordination.

LEWISTON, Me., Nov. 19.—Edmund Ham 
of Lisbon, aged 45, hanged himself yester- 
day afternoon. He lived opposite the 
house where the coroner was holding an 
inquest on.a man who was killed, and the 
jury cut down the body. Mr. Ham was a 
recluse and feared coming to want,though 
in good circamstances, 


Killed on His First Day on the Road. 


NEWTON, Mass., Nov. 22.—Jsines Mce- 
Clellan, a brakeman on the Boston and 
Albany railroad, was instantly killed by 
being thrown from a gravel train just 
east of St, James street bridge yesterday. 
McClellan was a new brakeman, and had 
not worked upon the railroad before yes- 
terday. 


No Case Against Them, 


Boston, Nov. 21.—William J. Kelley 
John Moran and Edward Carlton were ar- 
rested last week for what was termed a 
taurderous assault upon Charles Coote of 
Roxbury. They were acquitted by Judge 
Bolster in the Roxbury court, he finding 
no cause for committing them.

By Mistakes Made by Thousands of Re” 


publiean Voters. 
BosTon, Nov. 23.—Political information 


of a startling nature, which will neces- 
sarily send dismay to the hearts of Re- 
publicans and a feeling of astonishment 
to men of whatever party, has come to 
light in the official count completed yes- 
terday afternoon at the state house on 
the vote for governor of the common- 
‘| wealth. 


It has cropped out from time to time, as 


aresult of the recount asked for by the 
Republican state central committee, that 
a most grievous blunder was committed 
in several cities and towns in the state 
whereby the voter, in marking for gov- 
ernor, placed his cross against the name of 
William H. Haile, the Republican candi- 
fate, and also against the name of Wol- 
cott Hamlin, the Prohibition candidate, 
the latter’s name immediately following 
that of Mr. Haile on the official ballot. 


It has been instanced in the press that 


in the lists of Chelsea 283 ballots were so 
marked, in Lawrence over 100, in Beverly 
75, and soon in different proportions ia 
other places in the state. 


The result of such marking necessarily 


threw out these ballots, and they counted 
forno one, as the Australian ballot law 
aliows, of course, bnt one individual vote 
for governor, and where two such candi- 
dates are marked, the vote can be counted 
for neither of them. 


There is nodoubt that the peculiarity of 


the name, ‘Wolcott Hamlin,” led thou- 
sands of voters to believe that, when they 
marked first for Mr. Haile and then for 
the name next following, ‘Wolcott’? Ham- 
lin, they were voting for the Republican 
candidate for lieutenant governor, Roger 
Wolcott, whoin reality was eight names 
lower down on the ballot, under the ap- 
propriate head, ‘‘Lieutenant Governor.” 


The council finds that in all the coun- 


ties of the state outside of Suffolk 19,186 
votes for governor were returned worth- 
less. Suffolk county is not included be- 
cause no returns of blanks were made, but 
it is estimated that, if the proportion ex- 
tended to this county, and was included, 
it would make a grand total of 23,000 votes 
which had to be thrown out and set down 
as blank for governor. 


To be more explicit, those who have ex- 


amined the ballots estimate that, of the 
23,000 votes returned as blank, one-third 
were actually blanks—that is, no mark 
whatever was placed against a name for 
governor—and the other two-thirds were 
marked for both William H. Haile and 
Wolcott Hamlin, thus losing to Mr. Haile 
about 15,400 votes, 


Deducting from this number the re- 


ported plurality of Governor Russell of 
something like 3000, this would give Mr. 
Haile a plurality of something like 12,000, 


This estimate is hased on the assumption 


that it was clearly the intent pf the voter 
tomark for Mr. Haile an 
ciate on the ticket, Roger Wolcott, and 
not for Wolcott Hamlin. 


DOUBLE MYSTERY IN MAINE. 


The Case of Edmund Ham and William 
Palmer Furnishes Food for Gossip. 


LisBon FALLs, Me, Nov. 22.—Sunday 


the people of this village listened to a 
funeral sermon over the remains of Ed- 
mund Ham and William Palmer. Now 
they are talking about the possible causes 
of tbe strange death of these men. Ham 


was a wealthy young farmer, and Palmer, 
known as ‘‘Finnan Haddie,” was a fish 
pedler. Both lived near the village on 
the Lewiston road. 

Last Thursday evening Palmer was 
found in his house with his neck broken. 
Doctors say there were finger marks on: 
his throat. The body laid on the floor 
until Friday afternoon. Saturday even- 
ing the jury found a verdict to the effect 
that~-Palmer-came-to-his—deathfro.wa 
broken neck in some manner tothe jury 
unknown. 

Ham and Palmer were great friends. A 
man who had been stopping with them for 
afew days attended the Palmer inquest. 
When he returned Ham was hanging by 
& rope in the barn with a bullet hole in his 
forehead. A man passing a few minutes 
previous to this says he heard the pistol 
report behind the barn. The weapon can- 
not be found, : 


Providence Democrats Win. 


PROVIDENCE, Nov. 28.—After a very 
quiet, but rugged, fight for political su- 
premacy inthe city hall of Providence, 
the Democrats won. Mayor William K. 
Potter, who was elected last year, the first 
Democrat iu one-third of a century, was 
returned to office by about 500 majority, 
or about 900 plurality. It was the first 
time in several years that a mayor has 
been elected on the first trial, the majority 
law prevailing in municipal elections as 
well as gtate, 


At Least Six Lives Lost. 


. MEMPHIS, Nov. 21.— The steamboat 
Rosa Lee was burned to the water’s edge 
at the wharf here. There were about 
thirty cabin passengers aboard, including 
three women. They, with about forty 
deck passengers and the officers and crew, 
were saved. Itis thought, however, that 
six deck passengers lost their lives.. Th ey 
were drunk and asleep on the lower deck 
in the engine room, where the fire started. 


Fitchburg Statistics. 

WASHIRGTON, Nov. 22.—The census of- 
fice has issued preliminary reports on the 
manufactures of Fitchburg during the 
past decade. The number of industries 
reported was 59; number of establish- 
ments 285, and the capital invested $6,120,- 
050. Tnere were 4135 hands employed, 
receiving $2,268,221 in wages. The cost of 
material used was $5,381,910, and the value 
of product was $9,349,993. 


Democrats Plunked Into a Cellar. 
PITTSFIELD, Mass., Nov. 23.—While the 
Democrats of ward 1 were holding a cau- 
cusin Robert Kelly’s store last evening 
the floor gave way, precipitating 200 men 
tothe cellar. The stove at onceset fire to the 
ruins and the fire department was called. 
The fire was put out before the firemen 
arrived and the men scrambled out, the

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VALUE OF THREATS. 


4HOW DESIGNING PERSONS TAKE A 
MEAN ADVANTAGE, 


Wives Are Prequently Terrorized by Their 
Husbands, While Scapegrace Sons and 
Wayward Brothers Use Their Positions 
to Extort Money. 


The threat as a weapon of social war- 
fare has not yet been given its truly im- 
portant place. The sanest persons are 
inclined to regard the threat as the out- 
come of a vain and feeble mind and are 
prompted to laugh when the villain 
cries ‘‘Beware!” Muchas we may de- 
spise the threat, yet it is indubitable that 
more people are influenced and made to 
do what is against their wishes by #his 
means than by actual violence. 

The threat wielder is naturally punily 
proportioned, mentally and physically, 
and exercises his power most effectually 
in the woman’s world. Women more 
than men have reason to dread the 
threat, for man can either afford to run 
its dangers or proceed to immediate 
punishment. The woman is defenseless, 
and though she would frequently like 
to Proceed to extreme, yet traditional 
convention keeps her within bounds, 
Threats are so varied that it would re- 
quire a large volume to describe them 
all, but we will speak of the more com- 


mon. 

The dissatisfied son is well known to 
society. He greedily seizes every occa- 
sion to drag his name through the mire 
and besmirch the family. He is fre- 
quently remonstrated with; prayers, 
tears, exhortations are in vain, Then 
comes the last injunction, “If you per- 
sist in this last course I will disinherit 
you.” ‘Go ahead,” replies the young 
reprobate; ‘‘you cut off my supplies, and 
I'll disgrace the whole family.” 

One threag is sufficient to procure the 
means for his vile wants, and the house- 
hold lives in abject terror lest the 
threat wielder put into execution his 
promise of further tortures. It is not 
only bad sons who exercise this baleful 
system of money getting; it is as freely 
employed by bad brothers and husbands. 

The pleasant and affectionate brother 
is probably now reading the society col- 
umns of the daily and weekly papers 
with the utmost care. His drunken 
comrades once twitted him about his 
“craze,” 

“Well,” said the unblushing scoun- 
drel, ‘‘d’ye see, I have a sister who's no 
end way up, and when I find she’s going 
to give a party tothe nobsI drop hera 
line and say I’m coming. It fetches the 
stuff, it does.” This heartless scheme to 
filch from her money to cover her dis- 
grace found a peculiar charm for the be- 
sotted minds-of his companions. The 
threat was more potent than the per- 
formance, for if the good lady had had 
the moral courage to send for an officer 
and declare the fellow a lunatic she 
‘would have been saved from his now 
never ending persecution. 

How many women suffer from the 
‘threat of their devoted husbands? And 
how many wives slave themselves to 
death through threats from their spouses? 

The threat cannot be successfully 
wielded by meén whose mentality lacks 
intuition. To a man whose intuitions 
are good, and who reads human nature 
easily, the threat is a powerful weapon. 
It really requires a man whocan analyze 
emotion and passion to reach the acme 
of perfection asa threat wielder. The 
vulgar threatener loses his charm, but 
the accomplished villain can so torture 
his victim or victims that the pangs en- 
dured by the patrons of the auto da fe 
were exquisite pleasures in comparison. 

Apparently the kindest and most sub- 
servient husbands can, by judiciously 
handling of the threat, drive their wives 
almost to desperation at a social func- 
tion, and none but them know of the 
secret punishment. To employ the 
threat so that it pesters every fiber 
of your victim’s body the tenderest 
points in your opponent’s armor must be 
known. That once being discovered it 
is marvelous what ramifications the 
threat can take. The merest glance can 
become a threat, and the person is as 
completely under the glamour of this 
delicate inquisition as the diminutive 
mouse in the claws of a powerful cat. 

The most successful threat is not to 
the woman herself, for a woman’s pa- 
tience and pluck under such circum- 
stances can be provokingly humiliating, 
and there is no man who feels exactly a 
hero when the person he has sworn to 
honor and protect will regard him with 
humid eyes and meekly say, ‘‘As you 
like, dearest.” 

Women, as a general rule, love martyr- 
dom, and there are some so peculiarly 
constituted as to derive the severest en- 
joyment from the contemplation that 
their liege lords were harboring in their 
minds some hideous schemes of venge- 
ance against them. But where this 
would fail the threat of the amiable in- 
dividual te do something to himself 
would beeminently successful. Women 
above all things feel disgrace, and the 
anguish at the loss of an unamiable hus- 
‘band by being hit over the head with a 
bungstarter is trivial when compared to 
the sorrow for the manner of his death. 
It wonld not be for the flight of her hus- 
band’s soukthe tears were shed, but for 
the disgraceful circumstances attending 
the departure. The fact that it was not 
@ respectable demise for which she could 
be properly consoled would be the only 
bitter remembrance of her sweet widow- 
hood.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Don’t Drink Wine with Bananas.

wines are dangerous in combination 
with bananas, but the rule does not ap- 
ply either to champagne or sherry. The 
suggestion, however, that bananas are 
injurious in connection with anything 
is rather a novel one to me, because 
there are few fruits which will preserve 
life and health like the banana. When 
properly ripened the fruit is at_once de- 
licious and nutritious.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Few Men Die of Overwork. 

Dr. Pye Smith holds that there is no 
fear of the ordinary man using his 
brains too mucl for health, and he does 
not believe that mental labor or honest 
work of any kirid interferes with health 
or shortens life a day. He maintains 
that excessive eating is the abuse that 
tends to the injury of brain workers 
more than any other cause, 

Many active brain workers have sud- 
denly broken down and fancied that it 
was due to brain fatigue, when, as a 
matter of fact, it was due to over stuff- 
ing their stomachs. The furnace ccn- 
nection with mental machinery became 
clogged up with ashes and carbon in 
various shapesand forms, and as a re- 
sult disease came, and before the case 
was fully appreciated a demoralized con- 
dition of the nervous system was man- 
ifested and the prosaic cause for the 
collapse was suppressed under the eu- 
phemistic ‘‘mental overwork:”—Pitts-

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THE WAY TO GO SIGHTSEEING. 


An 01d Philosopher Gives the Benefit of 
His Experience. 

For sightseers I will lay down two or 
three rnles which have guided mé more 
and more in my habits of traveling, and 
for which I think there is good founda- 
tion: 

If you will stay two or three daysin one 
place you will get that sort of affection 
for it and knowledge of its interior life, 
if one may use so large a phrase, which 
makes you always remember it with 
pleasure. If, on the other hand, you 
should spend the same three days in 
going to three different places you have 
in each of them only the annoyance of 
dropping your anchor and pulling it up 
again, only the little trials which neces- 
sarily belong to the first hours in an inn 
or a lodging house, and before these lit- 
tle annoyances are well over you have 
gone on your way again. 

My experience is that I have very little 
recollection of any sort of places where 
Ihave simphy spent a night or a part of 
a day, and that for filling up that great 
fund of experience and memories the 
maintenance of which is the great object 
of traveling it is always desirable to re- 
main for a little while where you are 
well off, that you may become acquaint- 
ed not simply with the circumstances, 
but with the real character of what in a 


certain way you may thus make a home.” 


T hold that no man should travel with 
the mere idea of being amused. He has 
no right to walk into a town or an inn 
and say to the first person he meets 
there, ‘‘Come and amuse me; show me 
what there is which is entertaining.” 
Wherever a man goes he should carry 
certain tastes of his own, should have 
certain objects which have interested 
him in life, and he should inquire with 
regard to those objects, as this particu- 
lar place may have an answer to give to 

is inquiries, 

And this I say with a good deal of hes- 
itation. I know nothing in the mere 
crossing:, of the water which should 
change us all into critics of fine art. I 
am always a little amazed when I go by 
chance into a picture gallery id Paris, 
in Brussels, or in Antwerp, to find there 
some well to do Americans whom I 
never should by any accident have found 
in the academy at New York or the art 
gallery in Boston. I cannot see why we 
should all be compelled to see paintings 
in Europe, and in every city in Europe, 
when at home we donvt consider the ex- 
amination of paintings to be our prinsi- 
pal and especial business. I like to see 
a good picture, I think. as much as any- 
body does. But I cannot understand 
why the profession of a traveler and 
that of a connoisseur in art should be 
considered, as certainly they are consid- 
ered, as being very much the same thing. 
So I do not believe, as I say, that a per- 
son gains qualifications for an art critic 
by the accident of his crossing the ocean. 

To young travelers I am forever say- 
ing, ‘‘Keep scrapbooks.” - They are even 
better than journals, by which I mean, 
preserve little queer bits of printed in- 
formation which Will come drifting into 
your hands every day, and which in 
after years w:ll have a value from asso- 
ciation which of course does not attach 
to them, and vy the same token what- 
ever is writkn at th» moment has a 
freshness aft-rward which no recollec- 
tion brought out on rainy days can rival. 
Here is the advantage of a fountain 
pen ora half dozen sharpened pencils, 
of which you cannot very easily lose all. 
Your journal may be no sort of use to 
anybody elso, but it will always be of 
value to yourself.—Edward Everett Hale 
in Boston Coxamonwealth.

Rainfall in Australia. 

Australia seems to have had an un- 
usual rainfal] this year, though it does 
not equal that of 1890, when, according 
to a report just issued by the govern- 
ment astronomer of New South Wales, 
the average for the whole colony was 
82.75 inches, or 82.6 per cent. greater 
than the average of the sixteen preced- 
ing years. Forests do not seem to have 
aided in cloud precipitation, for while a 
densely timbered region the amount was 
85.89 inches, the mean of nine of the 
nearest stations in an open country was 
88.92 inches, 

Elevation, however, has a marked in- 
fluence on rainfall. At Wallagong, 
half a mile from the sea, at an elevation

Divorces, to our shame, may be 
easily secured., Parental authority is 
often very lax. Parents are more con- 
cerned that their children earn a dollar 
than that. they get an education. Few 
boys are becoming skilled mechanics. 
They drop into the first job that prom- 
ises the readiest money, all through min- 
istering to the flesh. 
* We are called unto liberty commercial. 
The relations of capital and labor can 
never be settled by external laws but by 
a close contact and sympathy between 
employees and employers, No, Andover 
is fortunate in having her manufacturers 
residing within her borders, where they 
can easily know the life and needs of 
their help. Let these wealthy employers 
go down and live for a short time in 
‘Yellow Row,” on the ‘Acre’? or ‘‘New 
Jerusalem,” strikes will be presented, 
the golden rule will become the law. of 
of our commercial life, and we will with 
love serve one another. 

We are called unto liberty national. 


This country is not ours because we got 


here first, but ours because God has 
given it to us to use not for fleshy pur- 
poses but as a great means of serving 
others. While we guard our shores 
from unrestricted emigration, let us not 
forget the great hordes of poverty 
stricken people in other lands. Mr. Mar- 
tin exhibited a rol of five-strand, wheat- 
straw hat braid, 180 feet long, made in 
China. The Chinamen hired his ground, 
furnished seed, cultivated it, harvested 
it, cut it into lengths, sorted it, bleached 
it, braided by hand 180 feet of five-straw 
width neatly folded, tied it, bundled it, 
sold it to the exporter; he shipped it to 
our country where it paid 20 per cent 
duty previous to the McKinley bill, and 
was sold to the manufacturer of hats in 
Monson, Mass., for four cents. Have we 
no duty to these people though th: y may 
be content in their ignorance and pov- 
erty? Yes, love them, love the mission- 
ary box. 

We are called to liberty ecclesiastical. 
As Protestants we are at liberty to go to 
church or stay at home, to join the 
church or stay out. How this liberty is 
abused! God forbid that we should re- 
turn for an hour to the Romish rule by 
fear and specific enactments. Let us 
consider the influence of our actions on 


‘others and serve the weaker brethren. 


Because we are at liberty to use private 
judgment we have differed until there 
are 146 different” sects in the United 
States. This has gone farenough. Let 
us agree to differ and come together on 
the essentials of our faith. 

Lastly we are called unto liberty spir- 
itual. Weare not good when we do good 
from other motives than love and service 
of others. When this great law of the 
apostle is inwrought in our nature so 
that we instinctively follow it, then are 
we saved, a law unto ourselves, at liberty 
to do as we please because we please to 
do as God wills. Only in this higher 
form of liberty can our country live and 
be safe. Unless wejthrough our churches, 
public schools, and other good avenues, 
bring our nation to this level we shall in 
time take our place with the ruined re- 
publics of Greece and Rome, but true to 
the law laid down by Paul, we shall be 
worthy to have the Goddess of Liberty 
in the harbor of our metropolis enlight- 
ning the nations.
